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50 YEARS OF HEADLINES 


King George VI, the Queen's father, died on February 6, 1952, while 25-year- 
old Princess Elizabeth was in Kenya on a Commonwealth tour. She returned 
home as Queen to a country in mourning, and was crowned a year later at 
Westminster Abbey on June 2, 1953. Crowds gathered in London to watch 
the spectacular coronation [below] and to cheer 
the new Queen Elizabeth II. The celebrating 
hordes were further excited when news of a 
British expedition reaching the summit of Mount 
Everest was broadcast from loudspeakers. New 
Zealander Edmund Hillary became the first man 
to reach the summit with his Nepalese Sherpa, 
Tenzing Norkhay [right]. The heroic mountaineers 
stepped onto Everest's 8,848m peak at 11 30am 
on May 29, 1953. Edmund was later knighted 
and Tenzing received the George Medal 


1962-1971 


With the launch of Vostok 1, 
Russian cosmonaut Yuri Gagarin 
became the first man in space in 
1961. Gagarin orbited the Earth in a 
space capsule for 108 minutes 

Eight years later, on July 20, 1969, 
American astronaut Neil Armstrong 
became the first man to walk on the 
moon. Neil was the commander of 
the American spacecraft, Apollo 11 
His crew included Michael Collins, 
command module pilot, and 

Edwin "Buzz" Aldrin, lunar module 
pilot, who later joined Neil on the 
moon. The two astronauts spent 
two-and-a-half hours on the lunar 
surface Our picture [left] shows 
Buzz with Neil's reflection on his 
visor. Neil later received the Medal 
of Freedom, the highest award an 
American civilian can receive 
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1972-1981 


On August 12, 1972, the last American 
troops left Vietnam, eight years after 
the first US marines landed in South 
Vietnam to help the fight against the 
communist North. President Nixon's 
unpopular war against North Vietnam 
was lost. More than 58,000 Americans 
were killed and up to 3m people from Southeast Asia 

In Britain in 1977, silver jubilee celebrations 
took place to mark the 25 years of Queen 
Elizabeth II's reign with street parties being 
held throughout Britain [right]. Later, in 
1981, the nation was enchanted by the 
marriage of Prince Charles to Lady Diana 
Spencer at St Paul's Cathedral on July 29 
[above] The royal wedding was watched 
by 700m people across the world 


Halley's Comet passed over Earth in 1986 — an event 
that happens once every 75 years. So look out for it in 
2061! On February 11, 1990, Nelson Mandela [right] 
was freed after 27 years in jail in South 
Africa for his opposition to the government 
The country had been dominated by a white minority for three 
centuries and, since 1948, black people had lived in horrendous 
poverty because of apartheid — a cruel government policy of 
segregation according to race. Later that same year another bid 
for freedom was made - this time in Germany. The Berlin Wall, 
which had stood since 1961, separating the West from the East 
was finally pulled down, reuniting the city. This also signalled 
the end of the communist Soviet Union and the Cold War 


Two years after his release, Nelson Mandela was elected president of 
South Africa, spelling the end of apartheid. The Prince and Princess of 
Wales announced their separation on December 9, 1992, a year the 
Queen described as an "annus horribilis" Tragedy was to later strike 
Diana, Princess of Wales, when in August 1997 she was killed in a car 
accident in Paris. It led to an emotional outpouring throughout the 
country - and the world - with Diana's official residence, St James's 
Palace, being flooded with 
floral tributes and words of 
condolence. However, most 
events of the previous 10 years 
were overshadowed by the 
horrific sight of the terrorist 
attacks on New York's World 
Trade Centre towers on 
September 11, 2001 Two 
hijacked planes flew into the 
twin towers leading to them 
collapsing. Two other hijacked 
planes also crashed. An 
estimated 3,000 people died
